Defendant's Attack le Argued While

NEW YORK, April %.—Seven of the 
fourteen counts in the indictment 
found against F. Augustus Heinze 
last month, in connection with his 
bandling of the Mercantile National 
Bank's funds, while he was its presi- 
dent, were dismissed by Judge Hough 
in the United States Circuit Cent 
here today. Judge Hough sustained 
the remaining seven counts. 

This indictment was included in a 
consolidation indictment, on which 
Heinze’s case was called to trial to- 
day. A number of counts in various 
indictments against him have been 
reviously dismissed, but two other in- 
ictments will hold good.

WALSH WANTS PARDON. 


But Warden of Federal Prison Says 
He Has Had No Part in Circulating 
Petition. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

LEAVENWORTH (Kan.) April 
John R. Walsh, the banker, would ac- 
cept a pardon from the United States 
if tendered him, but the aged finan- 
cler has in no way had anything to do 
with the circulation of the petition for 
his release.

HUSBAND SEEKS DIVORCE FROM 
THE BABY'S MOTHER. 


Serious Charges Made Against the 

Wife in Petition Filed for Sepera- 

tien and for Custedy of the Little 

Daughter Whe Was: Carried Off 

by Mrs. Perry. 


The sensational features of the mari- 
tal troubles of Charles F. and Lurver- 
nie Perry, that blossomed inte an at- 
tempt of the mother to kidnap her 
three-year-old daughter, Dora, from 
the residence of her mother-in-law, on 
Edgemont street, between Benefit 
and Sunset boulevard, last Thursday 
night, appeared in the Superior Court 
yesterday in the shape of an action 
for divorce instituted in behalf of the 
husband, Charles K. Perry, by Attor- 
ney Frank W. Hovey. 
The plaintiff in the action is one of 
the proprietors of Perry & Brown's 
grocery store, on Edgemont street, and 
his wedding to Lurvernie Thompson 
took place about four years ago. The 
attempt to kidnap the child took piace 
at the residence of Mra. James 
No. 1567 Edgemont street, where the 
child has been kept for some time on 
account of the differences that existed 
between the parents. 
After the non-success of the plan t 
capture the child, the matter was 
turned over to the officials of the Hu. 
mane Society, who decided against 
Mrs. Perry. and the father returned 
— with the daughter to East Holly- 
wood. 
The allegations of the husband's pe- 
tition against his wife are of the 
strongest character. It is charged that 
in Los Angeles, at divers times and 
places, between April 1, 1909, and the 
fling of the complaint, the wife had 
committed acts of adultery with many 
men other than her husband; that she 
had been guilty of extreme cruelty to- 
ward the plaintiff, in that durt the 
year she has negiected her home, 
r husband and ber child. 
Here follows a specific charge that 
“on March 21, 1910, said defendant per- 
suaded a young girl aged t ears. to 
wit. Drusitia Martinez, to enter 4 
rooming-house in the city of Los An- 
geles, known as the Annex, on Main 
street, and then and there precured 
Drusilia Martinez to stay all night 
with a man named Lewis in room 17,

It is not necessary to be entirely 
naked, though convenient at such an 
early hour, the air is quite bracing, and 
it will be safer to keep your pajamas 
on.

Unrequited Love le Believed to Have 
Been the Cause of Clerk Com- 
mitting Suicide. 


Anthony Brasil, a young shipping 
clerk for the Cohn-Goldwater Com- 
pany, killed himself with illuminating 
gas yesterday evening at his home, No. 
759 Gladys avenuc. Unrequited love is 
believed to have been the cause. 

Brazil's body was found about 7 
o'clock by F. P. Ehringer of No. 610 
East Seventh street, who had gone to 
call on him. Ehringer, at sight of the 
corpse, was so frightened that he was 
unable to turn off the gas. He ran to 
‘a telephone to summon the police. The 
auto patrol broke down at the intersec- 
tion of Sixth and Broadway, and_was 
unable to reach the scene of the su- 
cide. It was toon learned, however, that 
Brasil had died long before the call 
was sent in, and the body was removed 
to the Bresee morgue. 

Brazil's preparations for death were 
methodical. He wrote two notes, one to 
his sister, Mrs. V. C. Francis, who lived 
with him, and one to Mise Phia Chris- 
tiance, who had not been found at 4 
late hour last night. The vote to Mrs. 
Francis requested that Brazil's body 
be cremated. The contents of the other 
note were not given out. Both notes 
were laid upon a trunk, after which 
Brazil closed the doors and windows 
and filled the cracks wtih paper and 
cloth. He then pulled out the hose of 
the gas stove and, crawling into bed, 
covered his head with the blankets and 
placed the open end of the hose in his 
mouth. The body was cold when found. 

In the dead man's pockets the officers 
found $80 and a silver watch, beside 
a bank book showing a balance of $118 
in his favor. In the center of the room 
was a table on which a meal had been 
prepared, but the food fad not been 
touched.
